Pope, farm economist for the experi- 
ment station of the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute, Auburn, makes the 
statement that nearly half of the farm 
buildings in the United States are 
insured in farmers’ mutual insurance 
associations, In some sections practic- 
ally all farm buildings are insured this 
way, but in the South-Alabauma i n 
particular there are only a few coop- 
erative fire insurance associations, 

“This,” said Mr. Pope, “is one of 
the oldest and most sucessfu. forms of 
cooperation among farmers. It be- 
ean more than a century ago in the 
New England and.
